A memorial bust of the late President 
Garfield -was unveiled at the National Dea£ 
Mute College, at Washington, on the 16th, 
with' appropriate ceremonies. The bust was 
carved in Italy, and was erected by sub- 
scriptions received from deaf mutes 
throughout the United States, and cost 
$1,500. 

A Washington dispatch of the 16th says : 
"The acting Secretary of the Treasury has 
had a consultion to-day with Mr. Clay, Col- 
lector of Customs, of Newport News, Va., 
in regard to the exportation of bonded 
whisky from that port to Bermuda. The 
Collector said this business is increasing to 
such an extent that additional help is ab- 
solutely necessary. Five thousand barrels 
of whisky were now at that port awaiting 
shipment, and he is informed that certaiu 
exporters for whom a New York firm is 
acting as agent expect to ship whisky to 
Brrmuda at the rate of from 5,000 to 10,000 
barrels a month. The first shipment will 
probably be made in a week or two. Under 
the regulations of the Department whisky 
must be gauged either alongside or on 
board the vessel in which it is to"be slipped. 
Mr. Clay said his present force could only 
gauge about sixty or seventy barrels a day, 
and could not begin work until the export- 
ing vessel arrived. The acting Secretary 
informed him that a force of gaugers from 
Richmond would be sent to his assistance." 

Secretary Folger has decided to refer 
to the Attorney General for his opinion the 
question of the right of persons to export 
whisky from Newport News, Va., to Ber- 
muda, and then reimport the same, either 
for immediate consumption or for storage 
in bonded warehouse for three years.

Fashion rules supreme in all things, 
even in the matter of dogs. For the 
past eighteen months or two years the 
"pug" dog was derigueur as an ad- 
junct to every lady's state. To such an 
extent was the craze carried that fabu- 
lous prices were asked and obtained by 
the dealers for what was termed a 
"thoroughbred." Sometimes the price 
ranged as high as two hundred dollars, 
but none were ever sold under fifty dol- 
lars. Now the tide is changing and 
"pugs" are becoming a drug in the mar- 
~* Those dealers who still have a 
>n hand are willing to accept one- 
half of the price formerly asked, or 
r en less. These so-called pets are 
ibjected to an amount of kindness, and 
-jost sums of money for their keep that 
would be simply surprising to those not 
in the secret. It is no unusual thing 
lady to board her dog out at a 
fancier's in much the same way as a 
horse is put to livery. The dog is 
_ught to her at stated intervals, and 
after being caressed is sent back to its 
kennel or cage until the time for the 
next visit. As much as from ten to 
fifty dollars a month is paid for this at- 
tention on the dog fancier's part. 

The new fashion runs toward dogs of 
the heavier class, the greatest favorites 
being the intelligent St. Bernard and 
the stately English mastiff. Both these 
breeds command high prices, and are, 
rule, readily sold from seventy -five 
le hundred "dollars each when fully 
vn, of first-class breed and well over 
the distemper. Puppies are sold at 
about fifty dollars apiece. There is 
also a great demand for this class of 
dogs for shipment to Cuba and South 
America, and anything like a decent 
specimen is widely snapped up. Deer 
hounds and Scotch collies are very 
3e and but little in demand, al- 
though the latter is the most faithful 
and intelligent of its species. Blood- 
hounds are seldom dealt in, and but few 
people care to possess them owing to 
their treacherous and uncertain temper. 

Of the smaller class of dogs the black 
and tan and toy terriers are the greatest 
favorities, as they have always been, 
but even these affectionate, faithful and 
sharp little creatures have ceased to be 
In anvthin"- like their former demand. 
The difficulty, however.in obtaining and 
keeping up good traits of these dogs is 
sure to keep them high as to value, and 
the supply is never likely to be very 
large owing to the delicacy of their con- 
stitution and the trouble experienced in 
raising them from puppydom to full 
and mature growth. The climate of 
America is scarcely-suitable to this breed 
of dogs. When imported either as pup- 
pies or full grown they scarcely ever 
live long, as they invariably sicken and 
die or go mad with the extreme heat in 
the summer. Those bred in this coun- 
try, however, as a rule are more hardy. 
The weight of a black and tan varies 
from two pounds to seven or eight 
pounds, but as a rule the smaller they 
are the more valuable 

This' breed was originally produced 
by the crossing of the old Yorkshire 
or "blue" terrier with the old-fashioned 
English tan terrier.and then interbreed- 
ing the King Charles spaniel. Its char- 
acteristics are that the hair should be 
short, fine and silky, the head fine, the 
tail thin and pointed, \ 
little hair on it as possible, while 
the tan marks should be fully defined 
and marketl about the muzzle, and 
from the toes to the bend of thefeet,and 
also that the two little "pea" marks of 
tan should be well developed just behind 
and below the eye, above the jowl. The 
toes should lie lirie.and thotalohsorclaws 
nicely tapered and black. The roof of 
the mouth should also be black. The 
more these dogs are interbred, that i 
among each other of the same famib 
the smaller they become as a general 
thing, and the higher in value. A 
peculiarity, however, in the care of 
these, as with all other classes, is that i 
litter will often contain one or two littli 
ones that are quite worthless and entire 
ly different in every respect from thei 
parents. The old-fashion "blue" ha; 
almost entirely died out. 

Fox terriers', bull terriers and Scotch 
and Skye terriers are but little thought 
of now although a few years since fabu- 
lous prices were paid for thorough- 
breds of any of these types. Fox terri- 
ers and bull terriers are now worth 
from twenty to fifty dollars each.

The Swinging Ax. 

White pine, in fact all pine used for 
lumber, are cut from the' ground, leav- 
ing usually a stump of about three feet. 
Other American evergreen limber trees, 
the cypress and red wood, are generally 
cut at a distance up the trunk high 
enough to overcome the bulbous nf 
of the base. In regard to the tem] 
ture in the timbers, it is a curious 
that, while a chopper would hs 
ever think of building a fire nea 
work to keep him warm, he frequently 
builds one to keep his ax warm. A 
cold, frost-tilled a\-head has a positive 
dislike for entering wood that can only 
be overcome by coaxing and keeping 
the frost out of it. The dexterity and 
precision with which a first-class' chop- 
par handles his ax are remarkable. 
Trees three feet in diameter are often 
3Ut entirely through and still reta 
their perpendicular position until 
breeze or some slight shock tnppli 
them over. The two gaps on either sic. 
meet in a straight line. To the novice 
there are many strange things within 
the province of an ax. In clearing a 
piece of farm land it is frequently 
stipulation that the chopper shall 
" bucket" his stumps to nold a pail of 

water; in other words, to leave a 

cave bowl on their tops to catch 
water and rot them. In the pineries the 
ax is used for nearly ever}- purpose for 
which a cutting tooi is required. With 
it the chopper trims his "boot- 
packs," cuts lacing thongs, "buckets' 



thunder through the cloaked hills at all 
seasons of the year. 

But it is not until the cypress swamps 
of the Southland are reached that the 
ax takes to water. In those dark- 
shadowed and moss-draped lagoons the 
chopper becomes amphibious and per- 
forms his work while skillfully balanced 
' one of the most treacherous of all 
aquatic contrivances, a dug-out. Should 
any one think there is no science re- 
quired to chop from a dug-out, let the 
skeptic try it. A person not an inex- 
pert hand with an ax, but a novice at 
swinging one while teetering in a 
canoe, aid so, and mourned. Once on 
the Bayou Teche he paddled up to a biff 
tree whose great bulbous stem reached 
far under water, and, fastening his dug- 
out to the victim, seized his ax and bold- 
ly stood erect in the prow. Balancing 
himself for a moment until a true equi- 
librium was attained, he swung back hig 
ax and made a bold stroke at the tree. 
The dug-out attempted a somersault in- 
stantly. It shot out of water at tha 
stern; the cutter shot under water at the 
bow; and where the ax went is a mys- 
tery to this day. The South has a world 
of wealth in the cypress, and it has been 
comparatively lightly drawn upon. It 
is a soft, tine-grained wood, very free 
from knots and blemishes, and easily 
worked. Witlmu; question the most 
easily manipulated wood in the world is 
the soft, smn. th. glossy-grained mahog- 
any pine of California, the famous red- 
wood. Its grain is so straight and so 
delicately woven that, to use a chop- 
pers' expression, " it splits if you shake 
an ax at it." 

Of the ax in the oak-lands of the 
Southwest, where it labors for France 
and Spain, sending them annually 
thousands of dollars worth of staves, 
and also of its desultory existence in 
cordwood chopping, "grubbing," char- 
coal-sticking, hoop-pole-cutting, and 
kindred industries, little need be said, 
save that it do^es its share of the work 
honestly, and has a settled policy that 
no man shall hold intercourse with it 
with its coat on. This deference it ex- 
acts from all' with whom it enters into 
business relations, whether among the 
ice-locked lakes and rivers of the white 
pine, the laurel-scented canyons of the 
coast range, or the magnolia-haunted

Speaking of the work of the electrici- 
ty division, and the recent marvelous 
development of electrical inventions, 
Mr. E. M. BentJey, one of the Exam- 
iners of the electrical division of the 
Patent Office, gives some very sugges- 
tive facts. He says that about two 
thousand applications for patents in 
electricity were filed in 1882, of which 
about two-thirds were granted. To 
show how the subject has grown in im- 
portance within a few years he said that 
in 1877 electricity was a sub-class in a 
division. Now it is the largest division 
in the office, and regarded as the most 
important. The astonishing growth is 
due chiefly to two causes: 1. The in- 
Tention of the telephone; and, second, 
the development of the magneto-electri- 
cal machine. The telephone had 
opened, directly or indirectly, a wide 
field of inventions. The minds of m*n v 
persons throughout this country were 
turned to this class of invention, and 
not only were improvements upon the 
telephone itself attempted, but attention 
was given to a great many incidental 
appliances useful in its successful appli- 
cation. The second great stimulus to 
invention was the development of the 
magneto-electrical machine. For thirty 
years the world had been awaiting a 
cheap and convenient source of elec- 
tricity. Immediately following the dis- 
coveries'of Faraday and others, from 
1830 to 1840, there was a wide-spread 
effort to make practical use of 
them, and special activity was 
manifested in the- lines of electric 
lighting. The arc light was put into 
practical form, and the foundations of 
incandescent lighting were laid. But 
no economic source of electricity was at 
hand; for the galvanic battery consumed 
too much zinc for profit. The principle 
of the magneto-electric machine had, in- 
deed, been long known; but it was left 
for the Italian Pacinotti, in 1860, to 
perfect a machine wherein continuous 
and constant currents were generated. 
The idea literally lay on the shelf, 
however, until 1870, when Gramme re- 
invented practically the same machine, 
and pushed it into notice. He was 
speedily followed by the Siemens 
brothers of Berlin and by Mr. Brush 
and others in the United States. The 
magneto-electric machine, affording a 
cheap and abundant supply of electricity, 
immediately rendered practical all the 
half completed inventions of thirty 
years and opened the way to many new 
ones. Brush got his patent in 1877, 
Weston soon after, and the growth of 
the electricity division of the Patent Of- 
fice has been steady and marvelous ever 
since. The invention had been, how- 
ever, rather in the application of known 
principles than in the discovery of new 
ones; for during the fifty years that 
have elapsed since the investigations of 
Faraday little new has been added to 
the science of electricity. The present 
activity springs from the application of 
well-known exibitions of the still un- 
known force; and moreover only a few 
of these features of the science have 
been as yet made of practical value. 
One of the broadest and most successful 
patents appears to be the telephone. 
The man whose name is perhaps more 
widely known than any othei

until they are brown in hot fat, and «*re 
added to" soup after it is in the tureen 
ready for the table. Cut the bread in 
slices, and then in squares about the 
size of dice. The fat may be butter and 
lard, mixed in equal quantities, or beef 
" -ippings is very nice for this purpose. 
■Exchange. 

— Charcoal is highly recommended 
i a preventive of disease in sheep, and 
i an English pamphlet the following re- 
cipe for its use appears: The cLarcoal 
should be given mixed with the food, 
except in urgent cases, when it may be 
mixed in water or thin gruel, and given 
as a drench. The dose is one pint to 
every twenty-five head of sheep or 
lambs; one-quarter pint per head for 
full-grown cattle, horses, or pigs; half 
the quantity for young cattle; and two 
teaspoonfuls to one 'dessertspoonful foi 
young calves. 

—To make an appetizing beef siew, 
take out the bone and bind the pieces 
of beef tightly, putting a lemon, pared 
and cut in two, and some herbs in before 
binding, Place it in as small a stew-pan 
or kettle as will allow of its being 
covered with water. Let it cook slowly 
and gently; do not add any water unless 
absolutely necessary. Slice a large 
onion and fry it brown, and add to the 
water also any sliced vegetables you 
choose; or cook the vegetables in a 
kettle by themselves and serve on the 
platter with the beef. If you do not 
add any water you will have very rich 
gravy, and a portion of it may be re- 
served for soup stock. 

Transplanting Fruit Trees. 

Not long since we read an article giv- 
ing iu detail the best method of setting 
apple and pear trees. While the article 
contained many good suggestions it 
recommended the old method of press- 
ing the earth down closely upon the 
roots, while covering them, by treading 
upon it. It would seem with all the 
light of the present day, that a practice 
so evidently contrary to Nature ought to 
be abandoned. If we closely observe 
Nature we shall find that she is all the 
time teaching us, that for rapid growth 
the earth must be kept light and loose; 
this packing of earth closely around any 
tree, or plant, is fatal to its rapid 
growth. Large numbers of plants are 
either killed outright or prevented front 
growing many days after planted, sim- 
ply by packing the earth so hard, when 
setting, that it makes a ball of earth sc 
cumpact that neither air or water can 
penetrate it to feed the plant. What is 
true of plants is also true of trees. By 
packing the earth closely around the 
roots of a tree it prevents Nature from 
feeding it, because the passage-ways 
through which her messengers must 
pass to carry food are completely closed 
up. In setting a tree, care should be 
taken to cover the roots with earth just 
compact enough to prevent large air 
spaces, and yet not so compact as to 
prevent the free passage of both air and 
water. 

One of the advantages of heavy mulch- 
ing is to keep the soil light and loose 
under it by preventing it from bakim 
hard. The soil once baked hard o 
pressed hard upon the roots of trees re 
main so for a long time because there i 
no chance to loosen it by cultivation. 

One other error was taught in the 
same article, namely: "filling in around 
the roots with a liberal quantity of 
manure." This should not be done; 
whatever manure is applied to a new 
set tree should be very near the surface, 
mtact with the roots oi 
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rather over-ornate, and of no particular 
style. The Hopkins residence, which is 
a costly Gothic chateau, carried out like 
the rest in wood, may be excepted from 
this description. The basement stories, 
however, are of stone, and there is a 
deal of work in these and in foupdations 
which would build many a first-class 
Eastern mansion alsne. To prepare 
" for habitations on these steep hills 
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The part played by 
walls, terraces and staircases of ap- 
proach is extraordinary. The merest 
wooden cottage is prefaced by works of 
this kind, whfch outweigh its own im- 
portance a dozen to one. — W. H. Bishop 
in Harper's Magazine.

Unless the underdrain- 
ing is good these holes serve as catch- 
basins for the water which is anything 
but advantageous to the growth of the 
tree; better prepare the whole ground 
by deep ploughing and heavy manuring, 
several years before the trees are set, 
and use care in sotting them, not to set 
them too deep. A tree should never be 
set so deep as to bring the roots below
